SHOPS  ACT- 

36  Premises  were  inspected  during  the  year.  The  ten  informal 
notices  as  served  were  all  complied  with. 

CAMPING . 


Camping  was  on  a much  reduced  scale,  and  despite  the  ab  e 
of  powers  of  control  satisfactory  conditions  were  maintained.  In 
view  of  the  activity  of  the  Government  in  connection  with  control 
over  amenities  and  development  of  land  in  the  post-war  period  the 
Council  decided  the  time  was  opportune  for  the  re-opening  of  negotiations 
to  secure  adequate  powers  for  control  of  Camping,  and  negotiations  have 
been  commenced  to  obtain  an  extension  of  the  powers  previously  granted 
under  the  Hoylake  Urban  District  Council  Act,  1935. 

SCHOOLS. 


Systematic  visits  are  made  to  ensure  that  sanitary  conditions 
prevail  at  schools.  Main  water  supply  is  installed  at  all  schools  and 
the  sanitary  conveniences  are  satisfactory. 

Five  defects  found  on  these  visits  were  promptly  attended  to. 

SMOKE  ABATEMENT. 

There  was  an  increase  in  nuisance  from  the  excessive  emission 
of  smoke,  and  whilst  difficulties  were  experienced  by  proprietors  of 
factories  in  obtaining  supplies  of  suitable  fuel,  and  scarcity  of 
suitable  labour,  it  was  felt  that  much  more  could  be  done  to  ..litigate 
the  nuisance  and  in  one  instance  the  matter  was  reported  to  the  Health 
Committee.  As  a result  the  Board  of  Trade  representative  vis  . ted  tl  - 
premises  and  nuisance  was  largely  reduced  as  a consequence. 

SWIMMING  B^THS . 

There  are  two  open  air  public  baths  in  the  district  - Ho -r lake  Baths 
and  West  Kirby  marine  Lake.  A filtration  and  chlorination  p_ aut  is 
installed  at  the  former.  Chemical  and  bacteriological  examination  of 
samples  showed  the  water  to  be  satisfactory.

DISINFLCTIQN. 

Where  cases  of  infectious  disease  are  admitted  to  hospital, 
bedding  is  disinfected  at  the  hospital.  Otherwise  the  work  is  carried 
out  at  the  Bebington  Corporation  Disinfecting  Station. 

HOUSING. 

19  Houses  were  inspected  under  the  Housing  Act,  19S6,  and  defects 
were  repaired  as  a result  of  informal  action.  Recourse  was  had  mainly 
to  powers  under  the  Public  Health  Act  for  the  remedying  of  defects  at 
dwelling  houses. 

Licences  for  the  occupation  of  four  dwellings,  which  were  the  subject 
of  demolition  or  closing  orders,  are  in  operation,  permitting  their 
occupation  as  a war  time  exponent  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of 
Article  68A  of  the  Defence  Regulations,  1939. 

In  response  to  the  request  of  the  Ministry  of  Health  in  Circular 
2778  the  Council  formed  a Housing  Sub-Committee  to  formulate  plans  to 
meet  the  need  for  working-class  houses  in  the  district  so  that  they  would 
be  in  a position  to  make  a quick  start  as  and  when  conditions  permitted 
and,  with  this  object,  to  review  their  housing  requirements, 

A provision  of  fifty  houses  in  the  first  two  years  afte1  war  on 

land  already  in  the  possession  of  the  Council  is  proposed. 

NEAT  INSPECTION. 


Home  killed  meat  sold  in  this  district  is  now  derived  from 
abattoirs  operated  by  the  ministry  of  Pood  at  Bebington,  inspection 
of  meat  being  carried  out  by  the  Inspectors  of.  that  Authority. 

364  lbs.  of  meat  examined  at  butchers’  shops  in  the  district 
was  found  to  be  unfit  for  human  consumption  and  was  surrendered. 

Two  premises  were  licensed  as  slaughter  houses,  subject  to  works 
of  improvement  being  carried  out  when  slaughtering  becomes  decentralised. 
Seven  slaughterman’s  licences  were  issued. 

mid:  SUPPLY. 


There  are  29  cowkeepers  on  the  register,  19  being  wholesale 
purveyors  and  10  retail  purveyors  of  milk.  Tuberculin  Tested  Ililk 
is  produced  at  one  farm.  15  producers  hold  Accredited  Licences. 

With  two  exceptions,  milk  from  local  farms  is  retailed  in  the 
district.  In  addition,  supplies  are  sent  from  29  external  farms 
and  4 pasteurising  plants. 

Improvements  effected  at  local  farms  during  the  year  comprised 
reconstructions  of  two  shippons,  erection  of  1 shippon  and  installation 
of  1 milking  machine. 

89  samples  were  submitted  to  the  laboratories  for  biological 
examination  for  tubercle  bacilli.  Five  were  reported  positive.

Of  26  samples  of  ungraded  milk  B.Coli  a; as  found  in  7 cases 
and  6 failed  the  Methylene  Blue  Test. 

Where  failure  to  comply  with  standards  occurred  visits  to 
the  farm  premises  were  made  and  improvement  secured  despite  the 
many  adverse  factors  which  operate  under  current  conditions  against 
clean  milk  production. 

The  failure  of  3 samples  of  Pasteurised  milk  to  pass  the 
phosphatase  test  was  notified  to  the  Local  .Authorities  from  which 
supplies  emanated.  Labour  trouble,  transport  and  difficulty  in 
obtaining  the  supply  of  mechanical  plant  had  been  experienced  and 
improvement  wo^s  obtained. 

There  are  24  dairymen  and  retail  purveyors  of  milk.

FOOD  PREMISES. 

All  food  premises  were  again  visited  to  impress  upon  the 
proprietors  tho  precautions  to  be  taken  against  the  spread  of 
alimentary  infection,  stress  being  laid  upon  the  need  for  pers^es 
engaged  in  the  handling  of  food  to  be  careful  to  wash  their  hands 
after  using  sanitary  conveniences.  Cards  drawing  attention  to 
this  were  posted  in  the  conveniences. 

Considerable  time  has  been  taken  up  by  calls  on  the  inspector 
to  issue  surrender  notes  in  respect  of  unsound  food  so  that 
replacement  of  supplies,  and/or  points  may  be  made  from  the  Food 
Control  Authorities. 

SALE  OF  FOOD  AND  DRUGS  - ADULTERATION. 

Administration  of  Sections  of  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  It  36, 
relevant  to  adulteration,  etc.  is  carried  out  by  the  Cheshire 
County  Council.
